Curb British Money Lenders 

New Bill Contains Restrictions Which 
'Will Benefit the Public 

The Moneylenders Bill which has 
passed the British House of Com¬ 
mons and is now before the House of 
Lords, is practically certain of a safe 
passage to the Statute Book. The Bill 
Is expected, to come into force next 
New Year’s day. Its provisions are:— 
(1)—Every moneylender must take 
out an annual license costing £15, in 
respect of each of his offices; (2) 
Moneylender’s circulars are declared 
illegal, unless asked 
Moneylenders may advertise only in 
a specified form; (4) Moneylenders 
may not employ canvassers (touts) | 
or agents. 

(5)—Memoranda of contracts must 
bo signed, by borrowers and copies 
supplied to borrowers within seven 
days; (G) Contracts must show the 
date of the loan and the Interest per 
cent, per annum; (7) Compound in¬ 
terest, and increase in the rate of 
interest for default, are prohibited; 
(8) Moneylenders must supply on 
tho borrower’s demand at any time a 
record, of the state of any loan. 

(9)—Interest is limited to 48 per 
cent, per annum, unless proof can be 
produced that higher interest is not 
"harsh and unconscionable.”
